Immediate employment is the 
thought uppermost in the minds of 
almost 80% of Canada’s ex-service 
men and women, interviewifg of- 
ficers of the Veterans Affairs De- 
partment have discovered. Of those 
interviewed in June almost 23% ex- 
pect reinstatement in old jobs, 13.5% 
have new jobs waiting, 33% are 
hoping for employment, 6% are 
returning to their own businesses 
and 3.5% plan to return to their 
own farms, 

To date a total of $4,275,680 has 
been paid out to veterans in re- 
establishment credits. $1,596,394 has 
already been released for the ac- 
quisition, repair or moderniaation 
of a home, indicating commitments 
in this field of some $20,000,000 
when all is paid out. 

An even greater amount, $1,616,- 
456 has been released to. veterans 
for the purchase of furniture and 
household equipment. As the re- 
establishment credit may only be 
authorized for this purpose on the 
basis of two dollars credit for one 
dollar cash put up by the veteran, 
this represents an expenditure of 
$2,424,684 in this field since last 
January when the War Service 
Grants Act came into force. 

These two groups account for 
759% of the total re-establishment 
credits authorized in the first six 
months of 1945,

Much is being said to Canadians 
these days to point out the neces- 
sity of many remaining controls as 
well as rationing. 

Finance Minister Ilsley and the 
Chairman of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, Donald Gordon, 
spoke in a Dominion-wide broad- 
cast recently and told Canadians 
tfivt cvictory in the Pacific is just 
the beginning Of«the end. Price 
control is still urgently weeded— 
as much now as ever—as there aré 
thousands of purchasers for the 
limited amounts of new goods that 
can be put on the market. Govern- 
ment policy on de-control provides 
for continuous adjustment as supply 
conditions change. Of 300 orders 
restricting’ civilian production 18 
months ago, only 64 remain. All of 
the 500 restrictions affecting metal 
products then are no longer in 
force. 

Canada is a land of plenty com- 
pared with most other countries 
and it is a matter of national honor 
that this plenty be shared, the 
speakers stated. The end of war 
with Japan does not ease the needs 
of hungry areas and Canadian con- 


sumption will have to be reduced.’

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Coarse Grains Carry-Over 
in Canatla This Year Is 
Sy Smallest Since 1940 


This year, when the world food 
situation is in a critical condition, 
the crop prospects for coarse 
grains in Canada are decidedly 
poorer than they were a year ago; 
and coupled with lower production 
is the smallest backlog of grain 
carryover since 1940. The situation 
is outlined in a report issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
In eastern Canada the carry-over 
is insignificant, and in the west- 
ern provinces it is 30% smalier 
than a year ago. 


To alleviate the western short- 
age, shipments of coarse grains 
to the east hare been suspended 
until after mid-September. The 
great drop in prairie production— 
amounting to 100,000,000 bushels 
of oata and 80,000,000 bushels of 
barley—has been caused by drought 
and cool weather. 


In Manitoba and eastern Sask- 
atchewan crop prospects have 
been favorable, and in Ontario and 
Quebec barley promises to yield 
well, with average prospects for 
oats. The yield of oats and wheat 
in British Columbia is expected 
to be good. 


During 1944-45, exports, mainly 
to the United States, have exceed- 
ed those of a year ago. The Feeds 
Administration has now placed 
rigid restrictions on the export of 
barley and oats from Canada for 
the present. 


This time war memorials are 
going to serve useful and valuable 
functions.

duties only to the extent that new 
men are provided in the necessary 
numbers: “The maintenance of 
adequate forces by sea. in the air 
and on the ground is vitally neces- 
sary if we are to fulfill our obliga- 
tions to our allies and if we are to 
Ste thet what has been won in the 
war is not lost ‘= the immediate 
post-war period.”

WAR AND POST-WAR PLANT EXTENSION 


During the war years, dueeto greatly increased volume, the 
Strain upon the physical equipment of the plants has been 
severe. Plant extension has necessarily been held to a minimum, 
but expenditure for upkeep has been much increased. 


Sums charged to Fixed Capital during the war period are re- 
vealed by the following :—

1. THE WARTIME RECORD OF THE PACKING INDUSTRY 


The first, and paramount duty of the Industry was that it man- 
¢ to process the greatly increased deliveries of Live Stock. 
at this was not a simple matter, is evident from the follow-

mately with then marketings, the task of coping with this en- 
ormous Increase in volume was a difficult one. 


Substantial extensions i plant were, of course, necessary; but in 
the main the handling wf the increased deliveries was achieved 
by ‘adjustments’, especially by increase in numbers of personnel 
and of shifts. Proof that the job was effectively done lies in the 
fact that only in two short periods throughout the 514 years, 
was the flow of Live Stock slowed up, due to congestion at the 
plants. 


Next to the obligation of processing this great increase of | 


volume, was that of doing the job at a reasonable margin 5 ae 


profit. 


In respect of profit, the facts are not available for the total 
Industry. Canada Packers is the largest single unit, and its results 
probably fairly indicate those of the Industry as a whole. 


A comparison has already been given (Table No. 4) of the years 
1939 and 1945. But a comparison of the six-year war perio 
with the six-year pre-war period gives a more complete picture. 
This is presented in the following table, No. 6.

In summary, therefore, the record is as follows:— 


The essential job of processing increased deliveries of Live 
Stock_was accomplished without block, and without invoking 
financial assistance from the Government. 


Many war contracts involved large-advances by the Government 
for . And in most cases the contracts provided for a profit 
(before taxes) of 5 per cent. 


The profit of the Packing Industry (before taxes) was approxi- 


mately 2.45 per cent. 


Of this, 1.4 per cent was returned to the Government, as In- 
come and Excess Profits Tax, leaving a net profit to the In- 
dustry of 1.05 per cent. ‘

2. OUTLOOK FOR LIVE STOCK IN THE POST-WAR YEARS 


The increase in Canadian Live Stock production was a vital 
factor in the Allied war effort. Credit for this achievement be- 
longs entirely to the Canadian Farmer. The Packing Industry 
can claim no part of it. The Packer is simply the processin 
element in the Live Stock Industry. His volume is determin 
entirely by the numbers of Live Stock brought to market, — 


Cattle and Hog populations are now at levels much higher than 

those of any pre-war date. When war demand is over, the sur- 
lus will be such that, unless outlets can be maintained ; 
rger than those of the pre-war period, the increased pr 


prices. 


What, then, is the prospect for Live Stock prices in the post- 
war years? 


Concerning the period immediately ahead, there is no doubt. 
The outlet is assured. Great Britain has already contracted to 
buy (at present prices) all the Beef and all the Pork product. 
which Canada can ship, up to the end of 1946, 


As to the period 1947 forward, the problems of Cattle and 
Hogs must be considered separately. 


CATTLE 


Cattle production in Canada has always been limited by the fact 
that production costs are higher than in Southern hemisphere 
countries, especially Argentina, Brazil and Australasia. For this 
reason, Canada has not, in the past, been able to compete in 
the open Beef markets of the world. The chief open market has 
been Great Britain, 


However, though excluded from the open markets, Canada has 
had a measure of preference in the chief protected market, viz. 
United States. To that country, until wartime controls diverted 
the flow, Canada shipped about 200,000 Cattle yearly. And 


her production of Cattle was regulated roughly to meet Can- 
adian domestic requirements, plus the 200,000 head shipped to ~ 


United States. 


On July ist, 1942, for reasons of war expediency, an embargo 
was placed against this movement of © Canadian Beef Cattle to 


United States. Thereafter, the flow of Canada’s surplus Beef 


was to Great Britain. During 1944, shipments of Beef totalled 
106,000,000 Ibs. And during 1945, it is expected shipments 
will be substantially heavier. a ae 


However, Great Britain cannot be Counted upon as a perman- 
ent market for Canadian Beef. When world supplies catch 
with world demand, it seems certain Canada will again fit 
herself unable to compete with Beef from Southern her 
countries. It is hoped that Canada’s outlet to United States 
that time will have been reopened, and possibly enlarged. That 


outlet has always been, and will again be, of vital importance to — 


the Canadian Cattle Producer. 


In the long run it may be necessary that Canada adjust her Cattle 


population to the same principle as in the pre-war period: — 


‘that of meeting’ domestic requirements fet Beef, plus agreed 
shipments to United States. - 


But this does not mean returning to the numbers of 1939, Can- 


adian requirements will be ntuch heavier than in the pre-war 


years. Per capita consumption of Beef has advanced from 53.2 
lbs. in .1939 to 61.7 Ibs. in 1944, And if purchasin 


mitted, Canada’s Beef consumption could easily advance to 70 _ a 


Ibs. per capita. (In 1943 it actually reached 69.3 Ibs.) Out of 


- the war has come a new understanding of the nutritional value 


of meats as a protective food, also a new concept of the im 
ance to the nation of maintaining its chief asset, viz. the health 
of its citizens, at the highest possible level. 


An enlightened National policy should see to it that the ex- } 


perienge of the '30’s shall not be repeated, when great stores of 
unsaléable food depressed its Agriculture, while at the same 
time a large section of its population went undernourished. The 
establishment of a high internal standard of nutrition would in 
itself be an important safeguard of the welfare of 


Agriculture.

As a Hog producer, Canada’s positiotr is fundamentally different 
from that in respect of Cattle. For Canada can produce Bacon 
Hogs as cheaply as any other country, and therefore can meet 


all comers in the world markets. As in the case of Beef, the 
chief open market is Gréat Britain. 


The end of the war finds Canada the chief producer of Bacon 
type Hogs. In 1944, Canadian production was probably equal 
to that of all other countries combined. 


In the past, Canada’s position on the British Bacon market has 
been a subsidiary one. The leading position was held by Den- 
mark. In the immediate pre-war period Denmark shipped to 
Great Britain approximately double the quantity shipped b 

Canada, and received a price approximately 8 shillings per cw 

higher than that paid for Canadian Bacon. 


The responsibility for this situation lay entirely with Canada. 
Canadian Bacon was inferior in quality to Danish. 
And Canadian shipments were irregular. 


Three conditions are necessary if Canada, in the post-war 
period, is t6 retain first position on the British market. 


1. Shipments must be in substantial quantity, — at - 
least 400,000,000 Ibs. yearly. 


2. These shipments must be in even weekly vol- 
ume, — Le. approximately 8,000,000 Ibs. per 
week.

3. Above all, the Bacon must be at least equa! in 
quality to Bacon from any other source. 


In the British Bacon market, the war has presented to Canada 
an opportunity she never had before. When (in 1940) Danish 
and other Continental shipments to Great Britain were Cut off, 
an appeal was made to the Canadian Farmer to fill this gap. 
His response was such that Canadian exports were stepped up 
from 186,000,000 Ibs. in 1939 to, —

To-day, Canada stands first as the source of Bacon for the Bri- 
tish market. 


But she can retain that position only upon the three conditions 
mentioned above. And it is imperative that Canada begin at 
once to put herself in a position to fulfil those conditions. 


Fortunately, she may have the benefit of a period of grace. For 
Danish Bacon will probably not come to Great Britain for a 

: period of many months, as it will be urgently needed on the 
’ Continent. 


It is unfortunate that at this juncture deliveries of Hogs in Can- 


’ 2 i | ada are light. For the first seven months of 1945 (January to 
. ~— July, inclusive), Hogs processed at inspected plants have

or 35.8 per cent. 


This decrease has been due chiefly to shortage of manpower on 
the farms. That shortage is likely to be relieved within the next 
four or five months. The breeding season for Hogs is now at 
hand. Earmers can feel reasonably sure that by farrowing time 
of Hogs bred now, the acute labour shortage will be past. 


Canada cannot export 8 million pounds of Bacon weekly unless 
breedings are stepped up at once. In Ontario and Quebec the 
prospect for breedings is encouraging. For in these Provinces a 
good feed crop seems assured. 


However, the key area is the West. If Canada is to produce the 
essential numbers of Hogs, most of them must come from the 
Prairie Provinces, Unfortunately, the cep on the Prairies is not 
encouraging. Certain areas will be short of feed. 


It is important that those farmers who have feed should under- 
Stand the issues at stake. To hold first place on the British 
Bacon market is the key objective in Canadian agricultural 
policy. A consideration of the basic facts makes this clear. 


Canada produces, and must continue to produce, a large total 
surplus of farm products. That surplus must be sold abroad. It 
follows, therefore, that the surplus should be converted into 
those products in which Canada can compete in the open . 
markets of the world, .Of these, the two chief products are 
Wheat and Bacon. In respect of Wheat, Canada’s position is 
assured. She produces the highest grade Wheat and her cost of 
‘> production is competitive 
\ 

However, if Canada’s agricultural surplus were produced most- 
ly in the form of Wheat, world markets could not absorb it. 
That became clear in 1929. Therefore, another large surplus 
outlet is necessary, The only other world product which Canada 
can produce in competition with all comers is Bacon. 


For. the first time in her history, Canada holds first position in 
the great open market for Bacon — viz. Great Britain. But 
Canada cannot retain that position unless she contrives to ship 
approximately 8 million pounds of Bacon weekly, If she suc- 
ceeds in holding first place as a Wheat exporter (which she 
can) and at the same time in retaining her present position in 
the British Bacon market, Canada will have an asstred outlet 
for her total farm surplus, 


These are the facts which make it so important to increase Hog 
breedings during the coming months, — particularly in Western 
Canada. 


A further fact is of almost equal importance. The maintenance 
of Bacon shipments at the 8 million pound (weekly) level 
would in itself become an invaluable aid to cattle prices. For 
such a scale of Bacon exports, by reducing the quantities of 
Pork product avaliable in Canada, would thereby increase do- 
mestic demand for Beef. 


- dhe Bonus distributed for the year under review 


In this report, it has already been pointed out that a high 
domestic demand is the chief prop to Cattle prices in Canada. 


- 


The Directors feel that reference must be made in this Report to 
the recent strike of Canada Packers’ employees. The Report 
goes to the printers in advance of the arbitration hearings, 
Therefore, comment must be confined to non-controversial as- 
pects of the incident. 


The strike began at Toronio on July 17th with a walkout of a 
group of the Cattle Killing Division. On one point there is no 
dispute. This walkout was in contravention of the agreement 
between the Company and the Union. Had the grievance pro- 
cedure been invoked at once, the point at issue would have been 
settled without difficulty. 


It happened that the National Officers of the Union were not 
immediately available, and by reason of the delay, a secondary 
point of controversy intervened. This secondary issue is to be 
dealt with by the Arbitration Tribunal, and cannot here be dis- 
cussed, On this secondary issue all the empioyees of the Com- 
pany’s Toronto plants walked out. 


Later, employees at the Peterborough, Winnipeg, Edmonton, 
and Vancouver plants declared sympathetic strikes. In each case 
the sympathetic strike was called without any. discussion as to 
the right or wrong of the points at issue at Toronto. The dispute 
was threatening to spread almost to the whole Packing Industry 
of Canada when The Honourable Charles Daley, Minister of 
Labour for Ontario, suggested a plan of arbitration to which 
both the Union and Company agreed. : 


The Company concedes without reserve the right of employees 
to be represented by the Union of their choice. Also, that an 
obligation rests upon the Company to take all reasonable steps 
towards co-operation with the Union. When difficulties arise, 
which from time to time are inevitable, the Company pledges 
itself immediately to invoke the various steps of grievance pro- 
cedure, and to implement promptly the decisions arrived at. 
Such action will not avoid a sudden flare-up, unless the Union 
is also able and willing similarly to invoke the grievance pro- 
cédure step by step, and to enforce upon its members the deci- 
sions arrived at. 


The fact that an incident, whicl”¥iweuld have been adjusted in 
a half-hour, blew up into a strike whicithseatened to close 
most of the packing plants in \Canada, suggests that more clear- 
cut safeguards should exist for quick and sure adjustment of dis- 
putes. It is hoped the pending arbitration proceedings will result 
in the adoption of such safeguards. 


The strike cost the Company approximately $300,000.00. 
Loss of wages to employees was approximately $165,000.00.

The Company has continued its policy of distributing to em- 
ployees of all ranks, a substantial portion of its profits.

Maybe you have been tossing out the | 
very parts that are best for you and) 
yours, or losing precious health-boost- | 
ers in the saucepan. 

We have learned a lot about veg-)| 
etable cookery from the scientists. 
Open pan-frying destroys the valu- | 
able vitamin “A.” Vitamin ."B" does 
not store well—-so let your garden 
contribute its share. When green 
Jeafy vegetables wilt at room temp- 
erature—-vitamin “C” vanishes. Store 
these in the refrigerator crisper. 

“ TAKE A TIP 

1. A refrigerator crisper is a real 
health guardian. Sink-clean garden 
stuff, and hustle it to the crisper rea- 
dy for salads, cooking or what you 
will, If your plans necessitate early 
preparation for cooking, prepare and 
then put in refrigerator. 

2, Eat them raw, Crisp, tender veg- 
etables are tops for health. Most of 
them are served in wedges-—-many are 
shredded. Don’t pour the salad dress- 
ing on too soon. To retain minerals 
in the prepared parsley sprigs, celery 
curls, carrot sticks, etc., wrap in wet 
parchment paper or put in ecrisping 
pan and keep in electric refrigera- 
tor don’t soak in water. 

3. Cook vegetables whole for health. 
Finely chopped pieces lose vitamins 
and minerals. Save the cooking water 
or vegetable liquor. Use it the same 
day if possible in soups, salad dress- 
ings, sauces, gelatine moulds, or to 
make a health cocktail.’ 

4. A small amount of water will 
cook any quantity to tender goodness 
if you have a snug lid for the pot and 
controlled heat. With an inch or two" 
of water (depending upon size of 
vegetable) put on tight lid and turn 
electric element to high. When steam 
begins to gush out, turn @ amall ele- 
ment to Medium or a large element 
to Low.

No Fresh Meat For Rations; 
No Fodder For Livestock 


Meat rationing” make you un- 
happy? Feel that it’s unfair to have 
only about two pounds of meat a 
week? Take a look at. what five 
key European countries have to 
getyby on: 

NCE: # thin slice of meat 
a week, equal to one-tenth of a 
pound. Meat in restaurants only 
on Sundays and legal holidays. 
Meat consumption, in Paris down 
from 117,000 tons to 6000 tons. 
Starvation bringing disease in its 
wake, Children especially suffer- 
ing; infant mortality rate up 60 


“per cent. 


BELGIUM: One meat meal dur- 
ing the week, Nine-tenths of Bel- 
gium’s chickens have disappear- 
ed. There is no fodder for cattle 
and all slaightering has been stop- 
ped until the herds can somehow 
be built wp, Belgians have to rely 
on what meat they can buy abroad. 

HOLLAND: most meals built 
around sugar beets. Horsemeat, 
when it ean be obtained, ie $20 a 
pound. Mercy convoys from Brt- 
tain doing their best to provide 
Dutch children with soup. 


GREECE: there is absolutely no 
fresh meat for rations, All the pigs 
have disappeared and practically 
‘all the dairy cows. One and a half 
million people are living in caves, 
scarcely keeping themselves alive. 
One million people have malaria. 

YUGOSLAVIA: livestock popula- 
tion wiped out. A shipload of sheep 
from abroad had to be unloaded by 
the crew: the Yugoslay men were 
too weak from starvation to work. 
People who are strong enough are 
bringing small quantities ,of grain 
fn on their backs from hundreds 
of miles away. There simply isn't 
any food.

TABLE TALES 


Lanch Box Ideas 


The school lunch box is down 
from the pantry shelf, neatly pack- 
ed and off to school again. With 
lunches, the problem of the butter 
ration returns—eyeryone knows 
how sandwiches literally “eat up” 
the butter. The home economists 
of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture suggest a few “tried 


and true” ways of making the 
most of a little. 

Soften the butter but do not 
melt, Salad dressings, cream 


cheese or prepared mustard, by 
themselves, are good for spread- 
ing bread. To stretch butter com- 
bine it with muetard, chill sauce, 
catsup, chopped onion, chires, 
parsley or horseradish. Jam of 
jelly sandwiches can be spread 
with cream cheese. 

If milk is provided at school, 
why not use the thermos for & 
hot soup or a stew, home baked 
beans, spaghetti or a chowder? 
Grand hot dishes for cold days! 

The meat shortcake recipe given 
below makes a dinner dish that is 
tasty and ration-wise. It is good 
cold too and carries well in the 
lunch box. 


Meat Shortcake 


3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 


OR 3 1/3 cups sifted pastry 
flour 

4 level teaspoons baking powder 

2 teaspoons salt 

1/3 cup fat 

1% cups milk 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Cut in fat. Add milk to make a 
soft but not sticky dough. Pat

catsup. Eight servings. 

Sweet Meat Sandwich Spread 

I cup ground cooked meat 

%cup marmalade or jam 

2 tablespoons peanut butter 

% ‘teaspoon cinnamon 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Combine ingredients thoroughly 
and store in a covered container. 
Yield: 1 cup. 

Pepper and Chees Sandwich 

Filling 

% pound mild cheese 

1 small onion 

3 chopped sweet, red or green 

peppers 

3 chopped hard-cooked eggs 

4 teaspoon paprika 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons salad dressing 

Grind cheese, onion and sweet 
red or green peppers. Add egge, 
salt, paprika and salad dressing. 
Mix well together and store in 
refrigerator until ready to use. 
Keeps several days. Yield: 2% 
cups.

By JAMES HILTON 


This novel, the first in four and 
a half. years by the author of 
Goodbye Mr, Chips and Random 
Harvest, ts the story of a plain 
n of our times. His world was 
not fit Mr heroegy to live in, yet 
plain men often had to become 
heroes in it, and George Boswell 
was just such a man. His mis- 
takes, his idealism, his human frail- 
ties, hig courage, his warm affec- 
tions and his never-failing hwmor 
make him one of the most appeal- 
ing characters Mr. Hilton has 
drawn. 

So well remembered is also the 
story of a remarkable woman and 
her sinister influence over three 
men, of clashing wills, and a 
struggle for mastery that spans a 
generation and is fought to a bitter 
end. 

Livia wad George Boswell’s young 
wife, and that day so well re- 
membered was the day on which 
Councillor Boswell, later to become 
Mayor Boswell, had the immense 
satisfaction of laying the founda- 
tion stone of the new housing unit 
that replaced some of Browdley’s 
worse slums. That day was also 
the turning point in George's life, 
the day when he had to face the 
truth about Livia. 

Tne period of the novel is both 
before and during the Second 
World War; the scene is chiefly a

Forests of British Columbia In 


Danger From Attack Of 

Incendiary Bombs 

Widespread fires in the vast for- 
est areas of British Columbia and 
extending onto the rich grain lands 
of the Prairie Provinces might 
have materialized, had the Japan- 
ese been able to continue the war 
and so maintained their incendiary 
bomb attacks by balloon on Can- 


ada, it has been disclosed by Na- 
tlonal Defence Headquarters. 


The bombs, first of which were 
discovered at Minton, Sask., early 
jast January, cascaded down in 
unknown quantities from the Pa 
eific coastline to the Western On- 
tario border, and had their fiery 
loads not been smothered in the 
snowy vastness of the West, some 
rich areas would have fallen prey. 


Disclosing some hitherto secret 
details of the Japanese device, the 
army said come of the bombs were 
of the high explosive type but any 
which were detonated fell in un- 
open country and no material dam- 
age or loss of life occurred. 


Fragments of the balloons, which 
began falling on the United States 
and Canada’,last December, have 
been found as far south as Mexico 
and north to Alaska. In Canada 
fo date 250 recoveries, from tiny 
parts to complete balloon, have 
been made, with the latest at Mc- 
Bride, B.C., August 4, 

Danger For Years 

The army #tatement warned that 
it was possible the ballovis re- 
eovered were only a fraction of

The selfdestroying mechanism 
om many of the balloons did not 
function and the picric containers, 
designed to explode the paper bal- 
loon, can be just as dangerous as 
the unexploded bombs, 

Although no definite clue has 
heen unearthed as to the object 
of the attacks, it is believed the 
Japs eventually hoped to gain in- 
formation on weather conditions, 
prevailing wind currents and be- 
havior of their balloons for future 
systemized flights, 

Research experts, inter-service 
bomb disposal squads, air force 
personnel, Royal Canadian Mount- 
ea Police, civilian police, Indian 
trappers and forest rangers joined 
as @ co-operative force to comb

Ingenious System 

The balloons, constructed of 
tough paper, 33 feet in Mameter 
and carrying 19,000 cubic feet of 
hydrogem gas, were designed to 
operate at a height of nearly five 
miles and to stay aloft for about 
ohe week. 

This was done by an ingenious 
syf@ite of dropping ballast when- 
ever the balloon dropped belew its 
operational height, If the balloons 
went too high, gas was automatic- 
ally released from the balloon, The 
merchanism, with ‘its battery and 
aneroid barometers, was so. ar- 
ranged to release the bombs after 
all ballast had been dropped. 

On the main balloon there were 
19 shroud lines, each 45 feet long, 
gathered together at the lower end 
and knotted to a steel ring. When 
completely filled, the balloon was 
capable of lifting, at its operation- 
al height, a weight of 250 pounds. 


Self-Destroying Devices 

The outside steel ring, or “chan- 
delier,” contained 72 holes with 
blow-out plugs in all but two holes. 
These contained long green fuses 
which were ignited by friction ig- 
nitors when the balloon was 
launched and after burning through 
two 33-foot pieces of safety fuse— 
taking approximately three-quart- 
ers of an hour—two plugs were 
blown out and their sprir s allow-

ed the connection of the aneroid 
barometer to a battery. As long as 
the balloon stayed at a proper 
height there was,ro need for any 
mechanical operation. 

The weapon was fitted with two 
selfdlestroying devices. The stand- 
ard Japanese picric acid demolition 
block was tied to a wooden block 
in the inner ring with detonator 
and fuse through one of two holes. 
The other hole was fitted with a 
60-foot length of safety fuse which 
led to a flash charge fastened in 
a sleeve cemented to the balloon. 

When the last bomb was releas- 
ed, 2 contact detonated the bal- 
loon and baliest release gear and 
both were destroyed. 


Made of Paper 


All of the balloons found were 
of paper construction, except one 
of rubberized silk which carried 
a radio transmitter in place of the 
usual incendiary cannister. This 
gave rise to the belief that these 
balloon armadas were accompan- 
jed by at least one balloon-borne 
radio. 

Standard signals picked up by a 
listening post from such transmit- 
ters permitted the e emy to plot 
the course of the balloons across 
the Pacific and procure valuable 
information ab out prevailing 
winds,

Why The Horry! 


It is certainly premature for 
the retail meat trade to declare 
definitely that rationing won't 
work before they have had a 
ehance properly to test the sys- 
tem, asserts the Winnipeg Free 
Press. The method of coupon ra- 
tioning should be tried for several 
weeks, not for several days, be 
fore the trade makes up its mind. 

Until the retail trade can make 
@ constructive proposal showing 
how Canadiah obligations abroad 
ean be fulfilled without imposing 
the present system of meat ration- 
ing, then this present system will 
have to be retained. If, however, 
the rétail trade has a concrete 
plan whereby meat exports can 
be increased without causing the 


inconveniences which the present 
plan of meat rationing necessarily 
imposes, then the Government can 
improve the present system on the 
basis of that plan. But on no_ac- 
count can we fail to make good 
our promises to people who are 
literally starving.
